I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19&8 
on  the  health  and  environmental  conditions  of  the  district* 

The  most  significant  event  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the 
Council's  smoke  control  programme  on  the  1st  November*  This  achievement 
set  the  authority  in  the  forefront  in  regard  to  the  cleaning  of  the  atmos¬ 
phere  especially  in  the  North  West  region*  The  significance  of  this  event 
wild,  not  be  fully  appreciated  for  some  time  yet,  but  it  will  enable  the 
residents  of  the  township  to  enjoy  not  only  cleaner  but  also  a  healthier 
life  in  the  future* 

Your  attention  is  drawn  to  Table  II  in  particular  from  which  a  great 
deal  of  information  can  be  obtained  with  regard  to  the  criteria  indicating 
sucess  or  otherwise  in  achieving  a  standard  of  life  and  ajaality  of  life 
which  is  high*  It  will  be  noted  that  although  the  number  of  live  births  is 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  because  of  the  increase  in  population  the 
rate  per  thousand  has  reduced*  Similarly  the  number  of  deaths  has  increasec 
in  the  same  way  and  the  death  rate  also  has  increased*  This  situation, 
however,  will,  over  a  period  of  years,  even  itself  out0  It  would  appear  at 
first  sight  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  has  deteriorated  because  it  has 
increased  from  fourteen  per  thousand  live  births  to  twenty-five  for  the  past 
year*  Unfortunately  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  even  a  slight  increase  in 
infant  deaths  makes  a  marked  difference  in  the  rate  per  thousand  births. 

By  referring  to  Table  I  members  can  see  how  the  cases  of  the  nine  infant 
deaths,  and  in  the  main,  all  the  deaths,  were  unavoidable* 

The  only  other  major  factor  which  should  be  taken  note  of  is  the  fact 
that  the  major  infectious  disease  these  days  is  measles  and  here  again,  as 
the  years  go  on  and  more  and  more  children  are  given  protection  against  this 
disease,  it  will  recede  in  significance. 

Despite  the  fact  that  pulmonary  tuberculosis  does  not  appear  to  be  a 
major  problem  they  still  need  to  be  on  guard  against  a  recrudescence  of  this 
disease  which,  at  the  slightest  provocation,  could  well  explode  into  a  majoi 
problem*  No  one  can  rest  from  their  responsibilities  of  this  condition 
until  there  are  no  new  cases  in  any  part  of  the  country* 

As  the  Council  has  reached  its  target  in  cleaning  the  atmosphere  of 
pollution  similarly  it  should  consider  seriously  whether  or  not  nuisances 
created  by  noise  should  not  also  be  subject  to  control*  There  is  a  need 
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for  the  population  at  large  to  get  away  from  the  noise  of  traffic, 
transistor  radios,  various  other  means  of  creating  loud  noises  otherwise 
not  only  will  people  suffer  from  varying  degrees  of  deafness  but  may 
also  acquire  psychiatric  illnesses  in  some  instances 0 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  Senior  Officers  and  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  support  during  the  year0

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  for  human  habitation ; 
provision  of  suitable  water  supplies 5  control  of  cleansing  and  disposal 
of  refuse;  inspection  of  all  food  and  .food-preparing  premises;  sampling 
of  foodstuffs  (milk*  ice-cream*  etc#)  for  bacteriological  examination; 
the  control  of  infectious  disease;  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses; 
factories*  shops  and  other  premises;  nuisances  and  defects;  rodent  control; 
offensive  trades;  smoke  abatement  including  the  development-  of  smoke 
control  areas*  and  many  other  matters  concerned  with  environmental  health. 
The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water  samples 
is  undertaken*  without  charge*  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Withington 
Hospital*  Manchester# 

Hospital  facilities  are  naif  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries# 
Ambulance*  District  Nursing*  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  administered 
under  the  Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme#

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  EIFBCTIOUC 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE: 


Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  without  charge  at  the 
infectious  disease  hospital,  and  similarly  pathological  examinations 
are  made  vdthout  charge  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Withington 
Hospital,  Manchester. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  that  copies  of  all  notifi¬ 
cations  of  infectious  diseases  must  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  In  practice  these  notifications  are  sent  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  so  that  he  iray  correlate  action  within  the 
Health  Division  and  to  enable  the  Divisional  Committee  to  gain  a  regular 
knowledge  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  throughout  their  area. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  but  close  co-operation  between  the  Urban  District  and  the  County 
Council  is  maintained  particularly  for  propaganda  purposes.  During  the 
year,  436  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised,  33  between  the 
age3  of  five  and  nine. 

In  addition  to  the  above  533  children  received  a  reinforcement 
injection  during  1968.

There  was  one  death  from.  Tuberculosis  during  1968  „ 

Each  case  of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor 
of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  noti¬ 
fication*.  Where  desirable,  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  treatment  is  arranged 
after  consultation  between  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Medical  Practitioner 

concerned,, 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  48  recorded  cases  of  tuberculosis 
10  cases  were  added  and  9  cases  taken  off,  leaving  a  total  of  49  cases  at 
the  end  of  the  year*. 

In  no  instance  has  there  been  any  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify,. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  being  satisfactory*, 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  excessive  evidence  of  ,  or  mortality

Mr*  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  services  of  the  Whitefield  Urban  District* 

Progress  under  the  Housing  Act  suffered  some  delay  due  to  staff 
shortages  and  the  inspection  of  older  properties  lacking  modern  amenities 
was  not  commenced  until  the  end  of  the  year  under  review* 

It  is  anticipated  that  much  more  effective  action  to  obtain  the 
modernisation  of  sound  terraced  houses  will  be  possible  after  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  proposed  1969  Housing  Act*  That  more  powers  are  needed  is 
shown  by  the  drop  in  applications  for  standard  grants  this  year  to  18  from 
the  previous  year’s  total  of  30,  although  some  29  grant  aided  works  were 
completed  during  the  year  from  earlier  applications* 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  and, 
incidental  services  such  as  garden  waste  collections  were  introduced  to 
the  appreciation  of  the  ratepayers* 

Due  to  strict  supervision  no  complaints  were  made  during  the  year 
regarding  nuisance  from  the  Council’s  Refuse  Disposal  Site*  Negotiations 
were  however  put  in  hand  with  the  adjoining  authority  of  Radcliffe  with 
a  view  to  joint  disposal  by  mechanical  disintegration  of  the  refuse* 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  during  the  summer  concerning  offens¬ 
ive  smells  emanating  from  the  Bury  Sewage  Works  situated  adjacent  to  the 
township’s  north  west  boundary*  Proposals  to  dispose  of  the  sewage  sludge 
which  gave  rase  to  the  nuisance,  by  means  other  than  the  present  lagoons, 
are  under  consideration  by  Bury  Corporation* 

The  Council’s  smoke  control  programme  was  completed  in  1968  when  the 
final  order  became  operative  on  the  1st  November* 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  efforts  of  the  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Highways 
and  Health  Committee  during  the  year  under  review,  and  also  the  support 
given  to  me  by  my  staff  and  other  Chief  Officers,,

WATER  SUPPLY 


PUBLIC  SUPPLY. 


The  area  is  served  by  the  Bolton  Corporation  undertaking  and  this 
arrangement  has  been  in  force  since  1963 e 

The  source  of  supply  is  mainly  from  upland  gathering  grounds .  The 
supply  to  Whitefield  is  taken  from  the  Manchester  Aqueduct  at  the  Hillock 
pumping  station. 

The  Water  Undertakers  took  684  samples  of  raw  water  for  bacteriolog¬ 
ical  examination  and  7  chemical  analyses  to  determine  the  treatment 
necessary  before  going  into  the  public  supply. 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixteen  bacteriological  and  partial 
chemical  samples  and  9  chemical  analyses  were  taken  toy  the  water  under¬ 
takers  from  water  going  into  the  public  supply.  Results  shewed  that  the 
filtered  and  treated  water  was  of  a  satisfactory  quality,  B.  Coli  being 
absent  in  98.59$  of  the  potable  water  samples  tested.  All  water  is  treated 
before  passing  into  supply. 

In  1968,  an  additional  188  yards  of  2”,  311  yards  of  3">  and  78  yards 
of  4"  diameter  water  main  were  laid  to  new  houses  %  and  78  yards  of  4" 
diameter  water  main  to  existing  houses.  77  yards  of  X2n  water  main  were 
renewed • 

No  special  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination.  From  tests  made  the  water  was  shown  to  have  no  significant 
plumbo- solvent  action. 
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PRIVATE  SUPPLY o 

Several  farm  properties  situated  in  the  rural  areas  to  the  east  and 
west  of  the  township*  obtain  their  own  water  supplies  from  wells  <> 

Regular  sampling  of  these  sources  is  undertaken  throughout  the  year* 
and  to  date  no  seriously  adverse  results  have  been  obtained,, 

GRANTS  FOR  IMPROVED  SUPPLY 0 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1964  a  local  authority  may  give 
a  discretionary  grant  towards  the  cost  of  providing  a  separate  supply  of 
water  from  the  water  main  in  a  case  where  no  separate  supply  exists  and 
the  supply  is  a  poor  one„ 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  payment  of  a  grant  for  domestic  premises 
equal  to  the  cost  of  that  part  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Water  Under¬ 
takers  subject  to  a  maximum  of  £20 0  0o  0o

DRAINS  AND  SEWERAGE 


Drainage  of  household  and  trade  waste  is  now  piped  to  the  Bury  Sewage 
Works  at  Blackford  Bridge  and  Ringley  Fold  Works 0 

During  the  year  the  old  main  works  at  Moss  Lane  were  levelled  off  and 
the  site  is  now  in  an  advanced  state  of  preparation  for  conversion  into 
playing  field s„

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


November  1st*  1968  saw  the  completion  of  the  Council 5 s  Smoke  Control 
Programme o 

Commenced  in  i960*  nine  areas  in  all  were  designated  covering  a  total 
of  7<rl?2  dwellings  on  3*386  acres 0 

Due  to  the  foresight  of  Councillors  and  Officials,  the  initial,  smoke 
control,  areas  included  many  acres  of  undeveloped  land  which  when  subsequently 
developed  all  dwellings  thereon  were  automatically  compelled  to  comply  with 
the  provision  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  0 

Of  the  total  of  7*172  dwellings  in  the  urban  district  only  4*721  were 
actually  constructed  at  the  time  the  smoke  control  areas  were  made,  and  of 
this  latter  figure  conversions  were  carried  out  in  2*689  dwellings 0  The 
remaining  dwellings  were  found  to  be  provided  with  suitable  appliances,  but 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  the  first  areas  a  suitable  appliance 
in' variably  meant  an  inset  coke  burning  grate 0 

Quite  apart  from  the  benefits  gained  by  clearing  the  air  of  smoke 
pollution,  the  savings  made  in  pounds  shillings  and  pence  by  starting  in 
I960  and  pushing  ahead  as  quickly  as  possible  with  the  programme,  are 
considerable o 

From  figures  obtained  from  records  the  average  grant  per  dwelling  in  the 
first  area  in  i960  was  £S0  3o  0do*  whereas  the  cost  per  dwelling  in  1968 
area  No„  8  was  £39*  llo  0do  ice0*  about  a  fivefold  increase,,

The  figure  of  £50,98?  (b»  and  d0)  represents  the  ?0$  grant  to  the  house¬ 
holders  of  minimum  conversion  costs,  but  the  total  cost  to  the  community  of 
grant  aid  plus  the  householders  contribution  is  estimated  at  approximately 
£100,000 * 

Bearing  in  mind  the  fivefold  increase  in  costs  since  i960  any  delay  in 
implementing  smoke  control  programmes  can  only  result  in  a  further  increased 
expenditure  which  in  turn  provides  more  excuses  for  delay. 


Smoke  control  in  Whitefield,  as  anywhere  else,  was  not  however  started 
or  followed  up  as  a  money  saving  exercise.,  The  benefits  to  the  community  in 
clean  air  are  shown  in  the  following  figures,  and  it  is  only  regretted  that 
SO^  does  not  show  the  same  dramatic  decrease  as  smoke  content.

The  number  of  industrial  boiler  plants  in  Whitefield  is  limited  and  of 
these  the  majority  are  now  using  fuels  other  than  coal0  The  two  major 
factories  in  the  district  installed  new  oil-fired  boilers  during  the  year 
and  in  the  case  of  one  of  them  this  resulted  in  the  termination  of  a  long 
standing  nuisance 0 


RODENT  CONTROL

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NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Following  the  erection  of  a  new  boiler  house  containing  two  large 
oil-fired  boilers  at  the  premises  of  one  of  the  town's  major  industries* 
numerous  complaints  were  received  by  the  department*  from  local  householders* 
particularly  as  the  boilers  were  firing  intermittently  during  the  night* 
seven  days  per  week* 

Approaches  to  the  company  were  made  and  full  co-operation  was  obtained* 

A  research  team  from  a  local  university  was  called  in  by  the  firm  to  make 
the  necessary  measurements  and  analysis  of  the  noise  and  their  findings 
indicated  that  whereas  the  total  noise  was  not  excessive*  some  complaints 
could  be  expected  at  nights 9 

Silencers  were  fitted  to  the  air  intakes  of  the  forced  draught  boilers 
but  these  proved  inadequate*  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  new  'hospital'  type 
silencer  had  been  ordered  and  delivery  was  expected  by  the  end  of  January* 

1969. 


In  the  meantime  in  order  to  achieve  some  relief*  shutters  were  provided 
to  the  windows  and  part  of  the  air  intake  louvres*  and  these  were  closed  at 
night  in  an  effort  to  muffle  noise  emissions *

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  report  covers  the  period  ending  31st  March,  196% 

The  number  of  men  engaged  in  refuse  and  salvage  collection,  and  the 
vehicles  utilised  are  as  follows  0 

1-SoD o35  eUoydoPakamatic  with  driver  and  6  loaders  (Purchased  1966) 

l“SoD«50  cu0yd0Pakaraatic  with  driver  and  5  loaders  (Purchased  1968) 

1-SoD ol6  cu0yd0Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  with  driver  and  2  loaders  (Purchased  I960) 
1-Karrier  Bantam  Side  Loader  with  driver/loader  (Purchased  1962) 

An  Eagle  Compressload  3  "was  ordered  early  in  1969  for  delivery  in  July 
and  this  will  replace  the  S0D0Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  which  will  then  be  retained 

as  a  reserve  vehicle0 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  district 
during  the  period  under  review  and  since  July,  1968,  all  requests  for  special 
collections  of  furniture  and  replacement  of  dustbins  have  been  dealt  with  on 
a  weekly  service,,  Over  500  special  collections  were  made  and  approximately 
430  replacement  bins  delivered 0 

In  August  a  special  service  for  the  collection  of  garden  refuse  was 
introduced c  Householders  may  purchase  a  plastic  sack,  price  l/-d0  from  the 
Health  Department,  and  when  filled  this  is  removed  at  the  same  time  as  the 
household  re.fuse0  In  the  eight  months  that  the  scheme  has  been  in  operation 
over  1,300  sacks  have  been  sold0  The  scheme  has  been  widely  welcomed  by  all 
sections  of  the  community  and  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  illegal  dumping 
of  garden  waste  on  plots  of  vacant  ground,  etc„ 

During  the  year  a  pilot  scheme  of  sack  refuse  storage  was  introduced  in 
the  Middleton  Drive  area,,  Provided  to  70  dwellings,  the  scheme  consists  of 
plastic  sacks  retained  in  a  half  “guarded  metal  sack  holder,,  The  sacks  were 
welcomed  by  the  householders  and  refuse  collection  crews  alike,  and  the 
Council  are  now  considering  the  possibility  of  extending  the  scheme,.  Two 
estates  in  particular  would  benefit  from  sack  refuse  containers °9  one  is  the 
Victoria  estate  where  rear  access  via  long  passageways  hampers  the  collection 
of  conventional  bins,  and  the  other  is  the  overspill  estate  which  is  built  on 
a  system  of  segregation  of  traffic  from  pedestrians,  again  making  long  carries 
for  dustbin  collectors „ 

To  lighten  the  task  of  the  collection  crews  plastic  dustbins  were  purchased 
for  the  first  time  in  1968  and  these  are  issued  as  required  under  the  Council’s 
Municipal  bin  scheme 0 

Following  difficulties  in  retention  of  labour  during  the  winter  of 
1967/68  -  over  the  six  months  concerned,  51  employees  were  hired  and  fired 
to  fill  17  vacancies  -  the  Council  decided  to  introduce  a  bonus  scheme 0  All 
preparatory  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  staff  and  the  scheme 


ms  agreed  by  the  Councils  the  employees  and  their  Union  .representatives  in 
Septembers  1968®  The  proposals  were  then  submitted  to  the  Prices  &  Incomes 
Board  via  the  Employers8  Secretary  and  to  date  a  reply  is  still  awaited® 

During  the  interim  period  the  labour  turnover  has  been  greatly  reduced  - 
probably  due  to  employees  awaiting  the  introduction  of  the  bonus  scheme  with 
its  greatly  improved  earnings® 

REFUSE  DISPOSALS 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  an  International  B100 
Drott  and  a  Weather ill  loading  shovel® 

As  a  result  of  controlled  tipping  rigidly  conforming  to  the  model 
codes,  and  the  expenditure  of  over  £200®  on  insecticides  -  no  complaints 
of  nuisance  from  flies  emanating  from  the  tip  were  received  during  the  year® 
The  summer  was  a  reasonable  one  with  many  hot,  sunny  spells,  and  although 
one  or  two  complaints  of  insects  were  received  from  properties  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  refuse  tip  these  were  found  to  be  fenestra  flies  and  other  types  of 
midges  common  to  river  banks  and  undergrowth®  The  river  Roch  forms  the 
boundary  of  the  tip  site  and  could  well  account  for  the  presence  of  these 
insects®  Several  acres  of  shrubbery  growing  wild  on  refuse  deposited  over  30 
years  ago  were  however  bulldozed  and  burnt  in  an  effort  to  remove  any  possible 
breeding  grounds® 

With  reference  to  the  other  complaints  regarding  the  tip  site  mainly  dirt 
on  the  access  road  and  the  fact  that  the  tip  could  be  seen  from  adjacent 
dwellings,  the  Council  approved  the  planting  of  50 0  Manchester  Foplar  trees® 
These  are  hardy  quick  growing  trees  and  already  the  area  of  the  refuse  tip 
nearest  the  dwellings  resemble  the  entrance  to  a  stately  home  rather  than 
town 8 s  refuse  tip.  It  is  now  the  Council8®  policy  to  continue  the  planting  of 
trees  ad  infinitum  and  a  sura  is  included  in  the  estimates  each  year  for  this 
purpose® 

To  obviate  the  nuisance  caused  by  mud  or  dust  on  the  approach  road  to  the 
tip  -  dwellings  are  built  right  up  to  the  entrance  gate  -  the  road  from  the 
entrance  down  to  the  tip  face  was  tarmaced  during  the  summer®  The  Council's 
old  roadsweeping  machine  -  now  replaced  by  a  more  modern  one  -  has  now  been 
pensioned  off  and  is  based  on  the  tip  site  for  the  sole  purpose  of  sweeping 
the  approach  road® 

Despite  the  fact  that  no  nuisance  occurred  during  the  year  from  tipping 
operations,  the  Council  continued  their  investigations  into  the  possibility 
of  pulverising  the  refuse  prior  to  final  disposal®  A  joint  meeting  was  held 
with  Radcllffe  Corporation  with  a  view  to  combining  the  disposal  of  the 
refuse  of  both  towns,  and  investigations  are  still  continuing  into  the  feasab- 
ility  of  such  an  arrangement® 

Elsewhere  meetings  have  been  held  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  refuse 
disposal  on  a  regional  basis,  and  this  together  with  the  proposed 
re-organisation  of  Local  Government  functions  generally,  would  seem  to  prec¬ 
lude  the  setting  up  of  an  individual  treatment  plant  solely  to  serve  the 
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needs  of  Whitefield.

Following  the  re-appraisal  of  the  Council’s  Refuse  Collection  rounds 
prior  to  introducing  the  bonus  scheme  referred  to  earlier,  it  was  confirmed 
that  to  continue  the  separate  collection  of  salvage  for  subsequent  re-sale 
would  not  be  economic.  In  addition  to  problems  on  collection,  considerable 
expenditure  would  be  required  on  the  tip  to  provide  a  more  efficient  baling 
press  and  a  new  garage  for  the  mechanical  disposal  plant.  By  discontinuing 
the  baling  of  salvage,  at  the  end  of  March  1969,  it  is  now  possible  to 
utilise  the  shed  for  a  garage  and  workshop  not  only  for  the  plant  on  the  tip 
but  also  for  several  other  items  of  plant  and  vehicles.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS  -  GENERAL g 


The  standard  of  housing  is  generally  good*  consisting  in  the  main  of 
modern  detached  and  said-detached  property 0 

Some  40  dwellings  remain  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts  for 
demolition*  and  the  majority  of  these  are  already  in  the  process  of  presen¬ 
tation  to  Committee  etc0 

A  total  of  some  300  houses  out  of  a  stock  of  7*000  are  without  some  or 
all  the  standard  amenities  and  of  this  figure  approximately  half  are  prop¬ 
erties  which  although  not  yet  ready  for  demolition*  do  not  have  a  life  of 
the  required  15  years 0 

Following  the  publication  of  the  new  Housing  Act  -  in  1969  it  is  hoped  - 
plans  will  be  put  in  preparation  for  the  essential  modernisation  or  clearance 
of  the  300  dwellings  concerned <,  A  survey  of  all  the  dwellings  has  been 
completed  recently  and  in  the  meantime  some  informal  approaches  have  been 
made  to  individual  houseowners  to  modernise  their  properties „

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD 

The  number  of  retail  food  outlets  continue  to  increase  as  the  town  expands. 
Two  new  shopping  centres,  the  main  one  at  Elms  Square  and  the  other  on  the 
Hillock  Estate,  were  opened  during  the  year,  and  the  work  of  food  inspection 
increases  accordingly*  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  acquisition  of  another  Public 
Health  Inspector  more  frequent  visits  will  be  made  in  future,  especially  to 
the  major  food  outlets  and  warehouses. 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  existence*  Details  of  slaughter” 
ing  are  given  in  Table  XIII.
